And, again, in Sura Juimi’a (62) Ayat 10, 
“ and celebrate the Praises of Allah often (and 
without siirii'J that ye may prosper.” Surely, when 
Allah, with His unlimited wealth says often this 
wording should not he taken lightly. When Allah, 
the Possessor and Dispenser o I" all wealth, 
suggests that something h e done often, we must 
remember that the perspective of the wealthy is 
not like the perspective of the poor. And 
Almighty Allah has everything- You cannot even 
say Allah is the richest, because everything is 
under His control. 

(3) The third principle is Salat al ‘ala Nabi, the 
offering of prayers upon th Prophet (SAW). 

Allah ordered the community of believers ro offer 
prayers upon the Prophet (SAW) after saying that 
He and His angels arc doing it. (Sura Azhab (33 ) 
Ay at 56) Moreover, [lie Prophet SAW) said in 
the lladuh. "Whoever offer; one prayer on me. 
Allah will offer ten on him; if lie makes it ten. 
Allah will make it one hundred for him; if be 
makes it one hundred, Allah will malto it one 
thousand for him; if lie makes il a thousand, he 
will enter Paradise, shouhler-to-shooldcr with 
me," So. these are the principles and some of the 
bases of support for the Dhik r of rhe Tarlqa 
Tijaniyya, It is derived solely from Qur'an and 


Hadith, In the filial analysis,, wt are muslims 
looking Jar the Truth, and wherever we see Lhe 
Truth, we shall follow, 


The Tariqa Tijaniyya is based purely on Qur’an 
and Hadith. To describe ihe Tariqa, we will say 
thdl il is simply to rule oneself according to ihc 
teachings ot‘ I he Qur'an and the teachings of the 
Prophet (pbuh). 


E lie Tariqa Tijaniyya was founded hy tlie Shaykh 
Ahmad Al Tijani tra), who lived from 1737 
to 1H15. The Tariqa was granted to Shaykh 
Ahmad A I I ijani from die Prophel (pbuh). If 
should he noted that to see the Prophet after his 
death is not impossible. Until today virtuous 
Muslims are slill seeing him and meeting him. 


[n the Ahadith [ Saliili Muslim, vol, 4, Kitab Al- 
Ruya, The Book of Vision. Chapte r 94K, page 
12251- (5635) Aim Uuntira reported Allah's 
Messenger (pbuh) as saving: tie who saw mo in a 
dream in fact saw me. for I he satan docs not 
appear in my form. In another report (5636) Abu 
Huraira reported: 1 heart! Allah's Messenger 
(pbuh) as saying: He who saw me m a dream 
would soon see mu in a stale of wakefulness, or 
as if he saw me in a state of wakeful for the 
satan does not appear in my form. And. (5637) 
Abu Qataada reported Allah’s Messenger (pbuh) 
as saying: 1 le who saw me in dream in fact saw 
I he I ruth (what is true), 
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Jn A^.iliazEfllrs l Mi$hkat A I- Anwar’, L Thr Nidie 
For Lights", by W.H. [ . Gairdner. on page 14 3 . ho 
says: 

"When tlie Prophet (PBUH) said. I saw Abdur 
Rahman enter Paradise crawling,' you are noi lo 
suppose that lie did not see him thus wit! his ow n 
eyes. Vo. awake he saw him, as a sleeper might 
see him in a dream, even though the person of 
Abdur Rahman b.'Awf was at the time asleep in 
his house. The only effect of sleep in this and 
similar visions is to suppress the authority of die 
senses over the soul, which is the inward light 
divine; for the senses preoccupy the soul, -drag it 
hack to the Sense- world, and turn a man'* face 
away from the world of the Invisible and of the 
Realm Supernatural. Rut, with rite suppression oi 
sense, some of die lights prophetical may bet o me 
clarified and prevail; in as much as itie senses are 
no longer dragging the soul back to their awn 
world, nor occupying their whole attention. And 
so it sees in waking what others see in steep 
Therefore, we should know dial to see the 
Prophet (PBUH) today is not impossible, and that 
Allah provided this gift for His beloved and 
righteous servants.

His father 
was Muhammad al-Mufchtar 1>in Ahmad bin 
Mahmad bin Salim, a well-respected man of 
learning. Shaykh Ahmad al-Tijani’s lineage has 
been traced back to the Prophet (PEJUH) through

Shay kb Sidi Ahmad al-Tifani was bunt in a 
village in Algeria called A in Maadi in 17,17. 

Ain Maadi is located in Northern-* Central 
Algeria about 30 miles from ibe city of 
Laglioal. His fattier lived and taught in Ain 
Maadi. Shaykh I tjani became distinguished 
early in his life. By the age of secern he had 
memorised the Qur L an under Muhammad bin 
Ba'iifiyya and the Mukhlasar by Shtiykh Sidi 
Khaid, which was considered a standard legal 
text in West and North Africa. Before he 
reached puberty, he was known for Ins 
know- ledge, intelligence,, modesty, nnd piety 
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by the rcliati.ju.fi scholars of" his time. Ho learned 
tho I me points of Ltdamic Law through the 
Vlahki Madhttb which was luught to him by his 
le af her M uhanimad ibn 1 1 amw i al-Tijai i i w ho 
was a Ho culled Abo ‘Abdullah . 

A li -Tw ;s ids he memorised several books, of 
which arc: the I .akhdaari, the Risoalah of Imam 
Qairawst&m, the Khalil, and the Mutpiddimai of 
ibn Itushdi, He also studied Ihc Ris&alah 
Jama "id al-Sufiyya bi histtd al -Islam by Abu. al- 
Qasiin aLQusbairi T and the Muqaddimat of 
Shaykh A l-ni ul-Rahm&ia al-Akhdari. 

Shaykh Ahmad al-Tijani became an orphan in

At that lime, the majority of 
nis disciples and students were l lumas 
(religious scholars), Fuqabah (learned in 
jurisprudence >, Qadis i judges), and Mufti hs

particular country i. such that until diis day the 
1 ijaniyya J'ai ii|;i is also known as 'the Tnriqa of 
i he Li Jamas' Around the years I 798 and I 799, 
ami iplhe midsl of growing political diflaeuliies, 
Shayth I ijani was compelled to leave his native 
com; ry of algeria and settle in Fez, Morocco.

Prior to ihe lime of Shaykh Ibrahim, die re were 
many claimants to the description of the fay da. 
Yet, in none of them is Ihe characteristic so well 
reflected as Lt is m him. Moreover, this view has 
been corroborated by ihe acknowledgement of 
many Tij:.n leaders that Shaykh Ibrahim, indeed, 
owned al-Fayda.

Confusion. 10 It was written in Arabic and 
explains Hie ital meaning of Sufism In it, ibc 
Shaykh states thal tasawwuf possesses a 
definition, subject, natter, name, compilers, 
sources, laws, problems, attributes and results, 
p, very one who la kes up its si m Ly s hou Id be 
familiar with these ton points. Tasawwuf is to 
adopt every worthy form oi behaviour ami to 
eschew m (worthy "forms of action In fact, it is to 
adopt the character of the Quran and Sunnali 
One must give himself entirely over to Allah, the 
Exalted, in whatever lie wills. just as He wdh. A 
certain pod mice said, “Sufism is nol to wear 
woollen garments or affect worn out clothing. 1 1 
i> good behaviour and good manners (adahj. 
Another said, “Sufism is not to war a woollen 
coat and patch it. nor to weep when the singer 
smgs his not to cry out. nor to dunce and make 
merry, it is not to feign fainting as if one is mad. 
Rather, lasawwuf is being pure without 
defilement ansi following the truth ot Qur'an and 
the religion." 

1 he Shaykh encouraged those following him to 
learn Arabic and their religion well in order to 
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stand as. a bulwark against false doctrines. By the 
same token, ins mind was not closed ki learning 
other languages besides Arabic, i ie said. "Had ) 
known mine languages. L could have reached 
more people.

Many 
govern men ns also honoured him. Among his 
many awards for excellence are die Medallion of 
I he Throne (Morocco), Medallion of the Republic 
of Funisisa, the Medallion of Nigeria, Ihe Legion 
d’Honneur (France), Medal of Merit of the 
Society of Ancient Warriors (France), He 
received several medals from the government ui 
Senegal, among the highest of. which was ihe 
Grand Croix.
